COAL IN A BETTER 
POSITION 


REGULATION IN SOUTH 
WALES 


-EARLY SHIPMENT 

The new year has started well 
for the coal trade. Alike as to 
production, shipments and prices, 
the position compares to great ad- 
vantage with that of twalve months 
ago, when only the first incipient 
signs of recovery fromethe great 
depression were beginning to show. 

The first week of the new year 
found ‘a very considerable amount 
of ‘carry-over trade from Decem: 
ber, combined with a good inquiry 
for early shipment, and prices, on 
the whole, similar to those of last 
month, which, in general, were the 
hest of the year. 

The weather continues more or 
less boisterous and shipping move: 
ments are still a little interrupted, 
but at all the export centres there 
is a good, and, indeed, a large sup- 
ply of boats on hand to load, so 
that shipments are still brisk, ex- 
cept in Scotland, where the New 
Yenr holidays have interfered with 
business for a few days. 

Thus the collieries find ao full 
call on their outputs and have 
trade in hand practically over the 
first half. of the month. It is true 
that for later January loading 
buyers are endeavouring to secure 
supplies at some discount on De- 
cember market values, which they 
regard as high, but it cannot be 
sail that they have met with much 
success, though their holding off 
has here and thore induced a little 
irregularity, and it still remains to 
be seen how the markets will settle 
down when the holiday rush of 
shipments is over. 

Price Problem 

Coalowners are not disposed to 
lower their quotations and will 
only do so under greater pressure 
fon the part of buyers than 
now exists. If, in the. cir- 
cumstances, a little quietude 
should develop in the markets It 
will -not be surprising and will not 
cause much concern, for it'is usual 
after the turn of the year, and in 
the present instance, is bound to 
prove only temporary. 

‘In South Wales, the year has 
started under new conditions, for 
the con) marketing scheme agreed | 
upon has come into effective opera- 
tion as ‘arranged. Consequently, 
not only prices but also output is, 
now regulated. This regulation 
will be effected by variations in 
the conventional outputs of the 
collierfes as rendered necessary 
from time. to time, , 

Shipments in connection with 
the Italian State Rallways con- 
tracts, arranged at the Hague Con- 
ference, are on the point.of com- 
mencing, and will cause 2 heavier 
draft on the Monmouthshire coal, 
output. It is evident, therefore, 
that the output is being nicely ad- 
justed to the demand, and that this 
year under the marketing scheme 
there will not be that overplus of 
production which was a source of 
weakness to the Cardiff market 
last year. 

It remains to be said that the 
South Wales coalowners have made 
it a condition that they will only 
carry out this scheme provided 
they are allowed to control it them- 
selves, and that any attempt at 
direct interference on the part of 
the Government would mean the 
undoing of the scheme.

Monetary conditions in Amster- 
dam are at present extraordinarily 
easy. The position has, in fact,

Speaking on February 
members of the Kuala 
Rotary Club on “The Influence of 
sickness on history,” Professor A. 
Bostock-Hil] said that in ,his- 
tory no factor perhaps had 
been more potent and so 
little understood as. sickness 
particularly in the form of epidemic 
and, plague. From early ages, 
periods of time had been bounded by 
epidemics, plagues and pestilences. 
If they went back to man in the 
earliest ages, living as he did in 
caves or trees, fighting not only for 
his food but with hiy  fellowmen, 
nothing in the way of epidemics was 
possible, but when he began to col- 
lect into communities and built his 
first early settlements, which later 
developed into towns, then condi- 
tions began to arise which they now 
knew were practically essential for 
the production of disease in 
epidemic form. The first known 
cuse of sanitation was in the reign 
of Men, when the Nile was deviated 
to prevent floods. Probably the 
earliest accounts of plague interfer: 
ing with history and family life 
were the ten plagues of Egypt. 
Some of those could not in any way 
be. judged to be connected with 
sunitary work’ but two of 
them could. Later on, they 
had the» great plague of 
Athena ‘about’ 444 B.C, which 
altered completely the whole scope 
and work of the people. They knew 
that Rome was decimated by plagues 
and there was little reason to doubt 
that one of the most potent 
factors in its decline and 
fall were not only the break- 
ing of the morale and char: 
acter of the people, but largely 
the diminution of their vitality by 
continued outbreaks of malaria, 
rendering them ugable to withstand 
the attacks of the more robust 
barbarians. 


The Black Death 


If they went to more modern 
records, the first great record they 
had of world-stirring ‘plague or 
epidemic was the Black Death, 
which was supposed, as far as his- 
tory could tell them, to have origin 
ated in China. From China it pass- 
ed towards the West, till it affected 
the whole civilised world. As carly 
as 1348, 40 million people are es- 
timated to haverdied from the Black, 
Death in China. In London 100,000 
people were believed to have perish- 
ed and at, Avignon in France a 
sirailar number. Right throughout 
the world as it then existed was 
nothing but desolation and death. 
At the present time, with the way 
they dealt with epidemics, they could 
hardly imagine such a state of 
affairs. Not only had it its effect 
on the misery of the people but on 
political history too. In Germany 
the cry was. raised that 
the Jews had poisoned the 
wells and most horrible cruelties 
were effected on account of 
this idea. In Britain the serfs had 
recently been freed and were free 
men. The Black Death caused a 
greater mortality, among the poor 
than among those who were better 
vf? and whdle villages were depopu: 
lated. ‘The barons at once thought 
they had an opportunity to exert 
their authority and again reduce the 
newly-freed serfs back to serfdom. 
They passed the Statute of Labour: | 
era, which chained a man to the | 
parish in which he lived, to work 
for the landowner. Then arose & 
revolt, the first revolt they might 
say of Socialism against constituted

under which they then lived, the 
speaker went on to refer to the 
Great’ Plague of 1665 in Europe. 
This was followed by the Great Fire 
of London, which, however, did not 
do away entirely with tho plague, 
which lingered in) our ‘great cities. 
Nearly 80,000 had diced in the City 
of London. 

In the seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries, there were two great dis- 
eases, scurvy, and the gaol fever. 
Scurvy was produced by nothing 
else than Insufficient or improper 
diet and was chiefly a disease of the 
seu. When Lord Anson made his 
journcy round the world he started 
out with three ships and 920 men. 
He returned with one ship and 
About 200 men, in nine mouths’ time, 
Everyone else had been last by 
scurvy. When Captain Cook took 
four years to go round the world he 
lost only seven men and not one of 
them from scurvy. Why? Because 
in the meantime it had been found 
that an essential of our dietary, 
what they knew as “Vitamins,” was 
absent from the food on which 
seamen had to subsist. With this 
one thing anda ration of lime- 
juice, still supplied to-day, scurvy 
had ceased to exist, 

Gaol fever was a very low and: 
virulent ‘type of typhus, propagated, 
ag typhus always was, by over- 
crowding, filth and starvation; it 
was so-called because It’ was 
originally induced in the prisons of 
the world. It might be said that 
this mattered but little, but did it? 
Those were the days of the press: 
gang. When ao fleet had to go to 
sea if. crews could not be got by 
ordinary means’ the press gang went 
out to press all the able-bodied it 
could and as a Jest resort a sweep 
was made of. the prisons and able- 
bodied men taken. They brought 
the infection of the gaol to the 
ships and In many instances this 
incapacitated crews when victory 
seemed certain, 

One of the most interesting items 
he might recall wa’ the victory of 
Lord Howe on “The Glorious First 
of June.’ In that fray the forces 
of the French and British were 


/nearly equal. We had 17,000 and 


the French 18,000, A Dr. Trotter 
had been appointed surgeon of the 
fleet and he was one of the very 
first sanitarians of modern times. 
He determined that the one great 
thing for victory was for the ships 
to be as healthy, as they could. By 
cleansing the vessels, which were 
horribly filthy, and seeing to the 
ventilation and improving ‘the 
dietary, sending sick men ashore as 
circumstances allowed, he produced 
such a state of affairs that there 
‘were only 40 sick people aboard the 
fleet on the morning of June 1. But 
the French ahips were riddled with 
fever. Some of them had as many 
as 800 men unable to carry on their 
proper work. When we took these 
ships and thelr crews prisoners in- 
fection spread to our own men and 
we lost more by that than from 
battle. 

The speaker then went on to refer 
to “The Black Aasizes” at Oxford, 
when nearly the whole of the court, 
{ncluding the Lord Chief Justice and 
most of the jury and counsel, died 
of typhus fever. The infection was 
brought from the gaol by the pri- 
soners and owing to the’ Intense 
infectivity of typhus it spread to 
the ejvit population. It had an ex- 
traordinary effect in reducing the 
ehpacity of the law to perform its 
functions. People were afraid to go 
as witnesses, or serve on juries. 

Professor Bostock-Hil then went 
on to refer to the discoveries of Sir 
Ronald Ross, and others, which had 
resulted in great areas in the 
tropics being made habitable, and 
went on to speak of tuberculosis, the 
mortality from which, he said, had 
been reduced by 50 per cont. in 50 
years.—Malay Mail, _

MERSEY DOCK 


Three Schemes Receive 
Approval. 


At a * recent it meoting of. the 
Mersey Docks and Harbour Board 
Mr. H. F. Fernfe in moving the 
confirmation of ‘the proceedings 
of the Works Committee sald the 
southern part of the new shed at 
the Prince's dock had been finish- 
cd and handed over to the Coast 
Lines. The engincer expected the 
rest of the shed would be finish- 
ed within a short time. He had 


also to draw the members’ atten-|. 
tion to the fact that they had-now 


received the approval of the Gov- 
ernment on the three schemes 
which they sent up in the autumn; 
these were subject to certain ar- 
rangements which had to be con- 
sidered by the committees, and 


after these had been gone into a|- 


final minute on the subject would 
be submitted to the Board at an 
early meeting. 

The schemos in question are the 
modernisation of the central dock 
system at Liverpool; modernisa- 
tion of one dock bridge at Liver- 
pool and four dock bridges at 
Birkenhead, and construction of a 
new dock at Bidston Moss and the 
filling in Wallasey Pool.

«Presented to A. H. Crook, Esqy 
by the Students vt Queen's Col- 
leye on the neeasion of his leaving 
Tong Kong. Mareh, 1930." 

The tea-tray” was fitted 
with beutiful silver handles and 
inlaid with pretty Chinese designs 

jn. silver at the corners, and 8 
silver dragon in relief in the 
centre. Underneath the dragon 
was i small- silver plate bearing 
the same inscription as on the joss- 
table. 

All the students of the College 
gathered in the Hall for the pre 
sentation, Which was made by the 
Head Prefect, Master VY. Soon- 
deram, 

Supporting Mr. Crook on the dais 

"were Mr, W. Kay second master of 
Queen’s College, and My, PF, J. de 
Rome, who will act as Head 
master during Mr. Crook's absence, 

Return Desired 

Before the ‘presentation, Mr. 
Kay addressed the gatherity. He 
gnid that they were assembled 
there that afternoon to wish Mr. 
Crook a good voyage and u very 
pleasant holiday at Home. At 
present, he sald, Mr. Crook did not 
know whether he would come back 

to Hong Kong or not, but he knew 
that they all wished that hogvould, 

If Mr. Crook did not come back, 
there .were two things that they 
could be sure of—that Mr. Crook 
would always retain his interest in 
Queen’s College, and ‘that Queen’s 
‘College would never forget Mr. 
Crook.” 

It was more than 27 years ago 
that Mr, Crook first came to Hong 

Kong—before any of the students 

were born,, and: before even Mr.

[HUGE RAT ATTACKS 


CHILD . 


EVEN STANDS ITS GROUND 
AGAINST THE MOTHER ~ 


ATTACKER BITTEN” 


The screams of a Chinese boy of 
seven years, residing at 86 Tai Hung 
Li, off North Szechuen Road, 
Shanghai, alarmed - the — child’s 
mother, Sho rushed into tho 
bedroom .of the ydungster and was 
badly frightened when o huge rat and 
a smaller one leaped from the bed 
where the child was ‘lying. 

‘The boy was bleeding profusely 
from a bite on the lower ip. Tha 
mother, though frightened, courageous: 
ly made for tho rodents, the smaller 
one ficeing but the big rat standing its 
ground unafraid. The rat suddenly at- 
tacked tho woman, inflicting two bites. 
The mother’s cries alarmed the entira 
houschold, several male occupants of 
the home rushing to her, rescue. 

The savage rodent was cornered but 
managed to escape after being injured 
when struck by a bamboo pole in tho 
hands of one of the men. During the 
attack upon the rat one other person, 
a male, was bitten on the ankle. The 
child and mother were taken to the 
hospital, The . Chinese health 
authorities placed a number of traps 
about tho premises, but the big rat 
proved too wary and was not caught. 
Two or three smallor rodents, how- 
ever, were trapped. 

Residents in the vicinity of tho 
home, as well as shop assistants, some 
of whom claimed to have seen a rat of 
cnormous size during the past few days, 
turned out en masse to aid In the pro 
posed death hunt for the rodent. The 
health authoritics arc also reported to 
have placed tempting bits of food, poi- 
soned, in various places about-the home. 

The whole neighbourhood wad 
Rroused over the incident, many 
women expressing fear that they, too, 
may be attacked by the monster. Tho 
-home in question is a very old struc- 
dure and the occupants have been 
troubled by rats for several years, but 
not rodents of the size of the one at- 
tacking the mother and her child. |

BANKING LAW 


The Banker and His 
“ Customer ” 


Bankers generally understand 
the constitution of their own 
banks, and shareholders in bank- 
ing t¢démpanies can obtain the 
knowledge which concerns them 
ng to those companies; but the 
customera, who are a large class, 
usually accept ‘the bank as an 
existing institution, and chiefly 
want to know the range of faci- 
lities. the bank has ‘to place at 
their disposal and the law which 
governs their dealings with the 
banker, Decisions of. the courts 
and also legislation from-time to 
time qualify conditions, and to 
meet such circumstances — text 
books on the subject have periodi- 
‘cally to be revised. 

One of the most famous of these 
text books is “The Law. of ‘Bank- 
er & Customer,” first published in 
1859 (by the late Mr. James 
Walter Smith, LL.D.), a new edl- 
tion of which—making the 26th 
thousand—isa now provided by Mr. 
R, Borregaard, M.A., barrister-at- 
law (Effingham Wilson, 638.), 

In addition to a review of the 
history and constitution of the: 
different sorts of banks, the Edi- 
tor gives a plain statement: of the 
law and of the various decisions 
been made of late 
yenrs in elucidation of special 
points. The book is therefore of 
tye and value both to students of 
law and of banking, as well as to 
the large and daily increasing 
class who keep banking accounts. 


BOOKS IN US. 


What the Reading Public 
. Wants 


American publishers have rea- 
sons to be satisfied with the ac- 
tivity of their industry during 
1929, The total production of 
new books and new editions was 
10,187, a3 compared with 9,176 for 
1928. ° Increases were recorded in 
the fields of fiction, biography, 
education dnd general literature. 

Some observers have been 
troubled by the increase in the 
number of fiction titlea, Joseph 
Lippincott, retiring president 
of the National, Association of 
Book Publishers, told his fellow 
publishers at their annual meet- 
ing recently that the demand for 
popular literature had caused 4 
decline in the sale of the 
“staples” of literature. The phrase, 
“Here is something new,” he saw 
as the “open sesame” to sales. 
“becoming a 


fact that fiction is 


leader. 


The tone of Mr. Lippincott’a re- : 


marks, however, was not 80 pes 
simistic as some of the headline 
writers’ would lead their readers 
to. believe. For he pointed out 
that “the, crude and ephemeral 
will always fall by the wayside.” 

Other publishers at the conven- 
tion thought the saie of classics 
‘continued normal, 

‘Now, the popularity of fiction 
as auch should cause no alarm. 
Fiction is not, by definition, 
worthless. Has the “Iliad” influ- 
enced mankind less than the “Re: 
public,” or “Hamlet” than the 


“Short History of. the English |’ 


People”? The important queation 
is not “Do you read fiction?” but 
“What fiction do you rend?” 
The Publishers Weekly believes 
that the total of fiction is swell- 
ed by myatéry and detective 
stories, which have enjoyed a 
vogue of late. -No doubt; but it’s 
only a vogue. Far more signifi- 
cant, probably, ig the st of best- 
sellers for 1929, Tho fifteen best’ 
selling works of fiction include 
only one mystery story. They in- 
clude three war stories, and of 
these “All Quict on the Western 
Front” heads the list for the year,

fifteen novela ‘could be dismissed 
offhand as trash. The ‘most 
popular include some of. the best.

THE SHORT STORY 


A Modern Form of 
Literary Art 


The short story as we know it is 
a distinctively modern form of 
Hterary art. The Itallan “novelle” 
of the fourteenth and fifteenth cen- 
turies are its predecessors rather 
than ‘its ancestors; for the tradi- 


have outlived the Renaissance, 

Practically then o fresh start was 
made within very recent times; 
since Balzac hardly belongs to the 
main line of development, we may 
regard de Maupassant as the father 
of the modern short story. And in 
Britain, so young is the art, we still 
have living the first eminent 
English writer, Mr. Kipling, whose 
roputation Is primarily based on his 
short stories. 

It is an extremely exacting form 
of literature. Its length practically 
limits it to the narration of a single 

episode; but the context of that 
episode hns to be sufficiently sug: 
gested to maintain illusion; and a 
very few strokes must suffice to 
indicate character, yet must achieve 
their purpose with all the clarity 
that we expect to be attained by the 
more leisurely methods of the novel. 

The success of our generation in 
this difficult form of writing may 
well become its chief claim to dis- 
tinction In the literary histories of 
the future.

“Dr. R. F. Rattray, Prineipal of 
the Leicester University College, 
has: issued a syllabus of a series of 
lectures to the students on “Bernard 
Shaw, in Life and Letters,” to be 
given at the Leicester City Museum. 

Mr. H. A. Silverman, director of. 
extramural studies at the Unlver- 
sity College, forwarded a copy of 
the syllabus to Mr. George Bernard 
Shaw, ‘who .commented on the 
ayllabus as follows: 

“1, ['never cultivated anything. 
From a horribly shy and diffident 
young man, producing an impress- 
sion of brazen impudence, because, 
I suppose, the ability of which I was 
unconscious asserted Itself through 
the disadvantages and the ignor- 
ances of which I was too conscious. 

“2, I repeat, | was not conscious 
of my powers any more than I was 
conscious of the taste of the saliva 
that was always in my mouth. I 
wanted to be a painter, and even an 
opera singer—not a writer. I wrote 
beeause I could do nothing else, and 
had to do something. 

“8, Karl Marx died just before 
I heard of. his existence. I heard 
Henry George speak, and waa shunt. 
ed by him on to the cconomic track 
which led me to Marx and Social- 
ism, but I never made hig acquaint+ 
ance, 

"4, Aa to ‘enjoying hammorings," 
I don’t think this is true. Cashel 
Byron, when he anid that he nearly 
Killed his first opponent because he 
did not know his own strength, ex-
